INSURANCE  COVERAGE  ON  UNIVERSITY  TRAVEL 

The  question  of  insurance  coverage  when  traveling  by  University  Car  or  Plane 
has  arisen  at  various  times. 

According  to  a  statement  made  by  Mr.  Jesse  W.  Stonecipher,  Chief  Flight  In- 
structor at  the  University  Airport,  the  University  carries  a  $2500  policy  on  each  of 
its  passengers  who  travel  by  University  Plane  on  University  business. 

No  life  insurance  is  carried  on  passengers  traveling  by  University  Car.  However, 
other    insurance    provisions    are    as    follows:       "The    University    carries    insurance 
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covering    its  own  and  the  authorized    driver's  legal  liability  as    follows:     (1)  $25,000/ 
$50,000  public  liability;  (2)  $5,000  property  damage."

Administration  in  conjunction  with  the  Institute  of  Labor  and  Industrial  Relations. 

The  program  promises  to  be  a  good  one  with  eight  visiting  speakers  and  nine 
from  the  faculty  of  the  University  of  Illinois, 

THE  DUE  WELFARE  FUND 

You  who  have  joined  the  Division  since  September,  1949  might  like  some  infor- 
mation pertaining  to  the  Welfare  Fund  which  was  established  by  us  one  year  ago. 

During  a  staff  meeting  last  fall,  Dean  Browne  approved  the  recommendations 
presented  by  a  committee  which  had  been  appointed  to  investigate  possibilities  of,  and 
need  for  establishing  the  fund.  The  following  recommendations  were  accepted  as 
principles  to  be  followed  by  the  Welfare  Fund  Committee. 

"1.  A  Welfare  Committee  should  be  organized.  A  census  of 
opinion  in  the  Division  indicates  most  all  employees  are  in 
favor  of  such  a  move. 

"2.  The  Welfare  Committee  should  be  composed  of  five  members, 
four  of  whom  are  from  the  nonacademic  group  and  one  from 
the  administrative  staff.  Membership  on  the  committee  is  to 
be  determined  by  election,,  In  the  interest  of  having  repre- 
sentation in  the  various  separated  sections  of  DUE,  one 
member  should  be  from  each  of  the  following  offices:  Corre- 
spondence, the  Dean's,  Music  Extension,  and  Visual  Aids. 
Members  of  the  Welfare  Committee  are  to  elect  their  own 
officers;  one  to  be  Chairman,  one  Treasurer,  and  one  to  act 
for  the  Treasurer  when  he  is  absent. 
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'3.  Contributions  should  be  made  monthly  on  a  base  of  25£  by 
each  nonacademic  person  and  a  higher  flat  fee  by  each  aca- 
demic or  administrative  individual.  If  an  individual  wishes 
to  make  a  whole  year's  contribution  in  advance,  it  should  be 
accepted,  but  should  that  individual  sever  his  connection  with 
DUE  before  the  year  is  completed,  whatever  fractional 
amount  of  his  contribution  is  not  yet  payable  is  to  be  refunded. 

4.  Benefits  recommended  are:  for  funerals,  $10;  births,  $5; 
separations,  $5;  and  weddings,  $10.  In  order  to  be  eligible 
for  any  of  these  benefits,  excepting  funeral  donation,  the  in- 
dividual should  have  been  in  the  employ  of  DUE  for  11  months. 
Also,  mention  should  be  made  hereof  female  employees  who 
may,  because  of  pregnancy,  separate  from  employment.  If 
such  an  employee  has  met  the  qualifications  for  a  separation 
gift,  at  the  time  of  the  birth  of  the  expected  offspring,  it  is 
felt  this  former  employee  should  also  be  eligible  to  receive  a 
birth  gift.  Funeral  donations  should  be  limited  to  father, 
mother,  husband,  wife,  brother,  sister,  or  children  of  the 
employee. 

5.  In  December  of  each  year  it  is  thought  that  whatever  money 
is  in  the  Welfare  Fund  minus  $10  should  be  spent  on  a  Christ- 
mas party. 

**6.  Money  collected  for  the  Welfare  Fund  should  be  deposited  in 
one  of  the  local  banks  in  a  checking  account,  and  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Welfare  Committee  should  be  empowered  to  write 
checks  on  the  fund  -  one  to  be  the  primary  person  respon- 
sible, and  the  second  to  act  in  the  event  the  first  person  is 
absent. 

"7.  The  person  who  is  given  primary  responsibility  for  the  de- 
posit of  the  money  in  the  bank  and  the  writing  of  necessary 
checks  should  be  relieved  of  payment  of  any  contributions. 

**8.  Only  full-time  employees  of  DUE  are  to  be  asked  for  contri- 
butions. Part-time  employees  may  elect  to  contribute  to  the 
Fund  if  they  so  desire,  and  by  such  contributions,  part-time 
employees  become  eligible  for  the  benefits.** 

*This  has  been  set  at  50£  per  month. 

The  new  year  starts  October  1.    All  "new"  members    are  invited  to  participate  in 
this  welfare  gesture.    Those  who  are  now  participating  are  urged  to  determine  whether 
your  dues  are  paid  up  to  date.    This  fund    is  maintained  for  a    worthy  purpose;  there- 
fore we  hope  it  will  maintain  its  degree  of  achievement  gained  last  year,

FIRST  ANNUAL  MIDWEST  CONSERVATION  EDUCATION  CONFERENCE 

The  first  annual  midwest  conservation  education  conference  washeldin  LaCrosse, 
Wisconsin  from  August  28  to  30,  with  representatives  from  Colleges  and  Universities 
of  Illinois,  Iowa,  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin.  The  University  of  Illinois  was  represented 
by  Mr.  W.  Frank  Purnell  of  the  Agricultural  Extension  Service,  Mr.  Ralph  C.  Hay  of 
the  Agricultural  Engineering  Department  and  the  State  Soil  Conservation  Board,  and 
Mr.  William  D.  Masters  of  the  Division  of  University  Extension. 

Numerous    topics  of    interest    to  the     group  were    discussed.      It  was    largely  an 
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orientation  program  to  determine  the  desirability  of  having  such  a  conference  annu- 
ally and  the  direction  in  which  such  a  conference  should  proceed.  After  reports  were 
given  as  to  the  work  being  done  in  conservation  education  in  the  various  states,  it  was 
decided  to  hold  the  next  conference  in  Illinois  where  the  Illinois  system  of  conser- 
vation education  could  be  studied  at  first  hand.  It  seemed  apparent  that  the  Illinois 
system  of  conservation  education  whereby  extension  courses  were  offered  in  numerous 
counties  throughout  the  state  was  the  most  effective  method  for  the  promotion  of  con- 
servation. The  group  thought  the  course  being  offered  by  the  University  of  Illinois 
contained  the  information  most  essential  to  a  thorough  understanding  of  the  conservation 
problem.  It  was  decided  that  subsequent  conferences  should  contain  more  information 
of  educational  significance  and  that  opportunities  be  provided  for  groups  of  similar 
interest  within  the  conference  to  meet  separately  to  discuss  mutual  problems. 

Tentative  plans  were  made  to  hbld  the  1951  conference  at  Allerton  House  Qctober 
4,  5,  and  6,  1951.  Mr.  William  D.  Masters  of  the  Division  of  University  Extension  was 
elected  general  chairman  of  the  Steering  Committee  for  the  coming  year.

On  the  third  day  of  the  invasion  as  Communist  forces  were  entering  Seoul,  he  was 
rescued  by  the  U.  S.  Army  Air  Force  which  sent  transport  planes  to  take  out  all  United 
Nations  personnel* 

Mr.  Benner,  on  special  assignment  for  our  Department  of  State,  was  serving  as 
special  aide  to  the  Korean  Minister  of  Education,,  While  in  Korea,  he  made  a  Kodachrome 
film  on  Korean  family  life,  folk-ways,  and  cultural  activities  which  has  already  been 
widely  scheduled  for  public  showings. 

OSBORNE  VISITS  COAL  MINE 

Bob  Osborne,  the  DUE  field  representative  residing  at  Collinsville,  writes  of  an 
interesting  visit  at  the  coal  mine  of  the  Carmac  Coal  Company,  Marion,  Illinois,  The 
main  portion  of  the  letter  is  as  follows; 

"Since  I  was  searching  for  an  instructor  in  mine  engineering  for  the 
West  Frankfort  class,  it  was  necessary  to  visit  a  number  of  mines.  The  search 
ended  at  the  Carmac  Coal  Company  mine  about  fifteen  miles  south  and  east  of 
Marion.  In  some  places  the  road  was  bad  and  muddy  but  trucks  were  going 
through  and  so  did  I.  The  reception  was  well  worth  the  effort. 

I  met  Mr.  N.  Wood,  the  proposed  instructor,  and  he  introduced  me  to  the 
Superintendent,  Mb  Barker,  and  most  of  the  engineering  staff ■  After  securing 
the  services  of  Mr.  S.  Johnsen  of  the  staff  as  instructor,  Mr.  Barker  suggested 
a  tour  "down-under".  Mr.  Wood  conducted  the  tour.  I  should  say  here  that  Mr. 
Wood  could  not  undertake  the  teaching  since  he  will  be  called  out  of  town  on 
other  operations  during  nights  the  class  will  meet. 
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We  spent  about  an  hour  riding  and  walking  through  the  mine.  This  is  a 
slope  mine  -working  under  an  area  that  has  been  stripped,.  It  is  a  small  pro- 
ject as  some  mines  go  in  this  area,  but  it  is  only  three  years  old  and  a  mod- 
el mine,  so  I  am  told.  Several  delegations  from  out  of  the  State  have  visit- 
ed here  and  returned  home  to  try  to  apply  ideas  gained.  There  is  no  trackage 
in  the  mine.  It  is  completely  electrified  and  mechanically  mined,  with  ore 
being  moved  on  conveyor  belts.  There  maybe  larger  mines  but  this  one  is  good, 
and  I  am  sure  none  can  exceed  the  fine  treatment  given  a  visitor  by  these 
gentlemen,"

Wartime  problems 
of  taxations,  mobility  of  labor,  extension  of  coverage  and  reserves  and  investments 
as  they  affect  pensions,  were  also  considered.

Seventy  -  six  safety  engineers  and 
directors  from  large  and  small  busi- 
nesses in  various  parts  of  the  State 
gathered  on  the  campus  March  13  -  14 
for  the  Fourth  Annual  Engineering  In- 
stitute on  Industrial  Safety. 

Topics  covered  included  war  e- 
mergency  facts  relating  to  safety,  acci- 
dents as  news,  driver  testings  use  of 
practical  visual  aids,  lighting,  industrial 
relations;  machine  guarding  and  exten- 
sion services. 

During  the  dinner  session,  which  was 
held  at  the  Urbana-Lincoln  Hotel,  Tues- 
day evening,  S.  J.  Williams,  Consultant 
of  the  National  Safety  Council,  addressed 
the  group  on  the  subject:  'The  Safety 
Engineer  in  the  War  Emergency",  Other 
sessions  were  held  in  the  lllini  Union 
Building, 

This  conference  was  conducted  by  the 
College  of  Engineering,  ILIR  and  DUE 
in  cooperation  with  the  Illinois  chapters 
in  the  American  Society  of  Safety  Engi - 
nee rs  and  the  Society  of  Casualty  Under  - 
w  r  ite  r  s .

SHORT  COURSE  FOR  WATER 
TREATMENT  PLANT  OPERATORS 

The  Short  Course  for  Water  Treat- 
ment Plant  Operators  was  held  on  campus 
March  19-23  with  an  enrollment  of  twen- 
ty-two persons.

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EDUCATION  COMMITTEE  REPORT  TO  THE  ASPA 

On  May  16,  1951 ,  T.  H„  Dekker  made  a  progress  report  at  the  monthly  meeting 
of  the  American  Society  for  Public  Administration,  Chicago  area  chapter,  on  the 
progress  of  the  Society's  Committee  on  Education.  This  committee  has  been  func- 
tioning during  the  past  twelve  months  and  has  prepared  a  report  of  its  finding  based 
on  interviews  with  public  officials.  Various  colleges  and  universities  in  the  Chicago 
area  are  represented  on  the  committee  as  well  as  representatives  of  public  admini- 
stration offices. 

The  committee  has  found  that  public  administrators  are  anxious  to  see  their 
employees  take  advantage  of  educational  opportunities.  It  has  plans  for  clarifying 
educational  opportunities  by  developing  a  closer  working  relationship  between  the 
schools  in  the  Chicago  area  and  public  administrators. 

JUDICIAL  CONFERENCE  HELD  IN  ALTGELD  HALL 

The  Illinois  Judicial  Conference  for  Traffic  Court  Judges  and  Prosecutors 
was  held  on  campus  May  10-11,   1951.    There  were  twenty-two  paid  registrations. 

This  conference  was  addressed  to  judges,  prosecutors,  and  other  law  en- 
forcement officials  who  are  interested  in  the  effective  treatment  of  traffic  violators 
through  improved  court  administration.  It  attempted  to  assist  them  in  obtaining  a 
broader  and  more  intimate  knowledge  of  traffic  law  enforcement  principles  and 
methods  through  organized  discussion,  lectures,  and  demonstrations.

ference.

ducted  a  Short   Course  in  Civil   Defense  for  Illinois   Municipal   Police  Officers  at  the 
State  Fair  Grounds  of  Springfield8  May  21-25. 

There  were  68  municipal  police  officers  from  the  various  cities  and  towns  of 
Illinois  in  attendance.  Participating  in  the  program  were  14  faculty  members  rep- 
resenting 10  departments  in  the  University,  10  officers  from  the  Division  of  Illinois 
State  Highway  Police,  and  2  representatives  of  the  Illinois  Office  of  Civil  Defense. 

The  Program's  theme  was:  Atomic  Bomb  Warfare  and  Precautions  to  Be  Taken 
to  Combat  It.  Germ  warfare  also  received  attention  in  the  discussion  sessions.  As 
in  the  previous  civil  defense  short  course  conducted  for  the  State  Highway  Police, 
one-fourth  of  the  50  hours'  teaching  time  was  devoted  to  helping  the  police  officers 
develop  teaching  techniques  to  aid  them  in  conducting  civil  defense  classes  in  their 
own  communities.  L.  W.  Olson,  Instructor  in  Speech,  and  A.  E.  Florio,  Assistant 
Professor  in  Physical  Education  for  Men,  conducted  this  part  of  the  program. 

The  film, "Texas  City  Disaster",  was  again  shown  in  connection  with  the  identi- 
fication of  dead  bodies,  since  it  most  nearly  approaches  the  conditions  of  an  atom 
bomb  attack. 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  DRIVERS  OF  UNIVERSITY  CARS

2.  Expansion  of  instructions  concerning  the  processing  of  accident 
reports, 

3.  Procedure  on  locking  vehicle  when  turned  over  to  the  Garage 
Attendant. 


4.     Additional  instructions  on  procedure  when  vehicle  is  not  operat- 
ing properly.

5.     A  new  section  on  the  use  of  Credit  Cards. 

Information  contained  in  this  instruction  has  been  rewritten  to  conform  with 
Section  XII  of  the  Business  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  on  'Travel',  now  in 
the  process  of  revision. 

We  would  appreciate  your  passing  this  information  on  to  those  in  your  depart- 
ment who  have  occasion  to  use  University  motor  vehicles."

tution  which  is  concise  and,  at  the  same  time,  flexible  enough  to  cover  unforeseen 
situations.  Every  suggestion  submitted  by  participants  received  consideration,  and 
the  Committee,  realizing  that  it  could  not  incorporate  all  the  suggestions  in  the  con- 
stitution, attempted  to  include  those  which  were  favored  by  a  majority  of  the  partic- 
ipants. We  sincerely  hope  this  constitution  will  serve  its  purpose  and  that  it  will 
receive  unanimous  approval. 

The  revised  constitution  specifys: 

1.  A  Welfare  Committee  should  be  organized,  An  opinion  census  in  the 
Division  indicates  most  employees  are  in  favor  of  such  a  move. 

2.  The  Welfare  Committee  should  be  composed  of  six  members,  five  of 
whom  are  from  the  nonacademic  group  and  one  from  the  administrative 
staff.  Membership  on  the  Committee  is  to  be  determined  by  election. 
In  the  interest  of  having  representation  from  the  various  separated  sec- 
tions of  DUE,  one  member  should  be  from  each  of  the  following  offices: 
Correspondence,  the  Dean's,  Extramural,  Music  Extension,  and  Visual 
Aids,  Members  of  the  Welfare  Committee  are  +o  elect  their  own  officers; 
one  to  be  Chairman,  one  Treasurer,  and  one  Assistant  Treasurer  to  act 
for  the  Treasurer  when  he  is  absent  and  to  purchase  all  gifts. 

3.  Contributions  should  be  made  on  a  monthly  basis  of  25£  by  each  nonaca- 
demic person  and  a  higher  flat  fee  by  each  academic  or  administrative 
staff  member.  If  an  individual  wishes  to  make  a  whole  year's  contribu- 
tion in  advance,  it  should  be  accepted,  but  should  that  individual  sever 
connections  with  DUE  before  the  year  is  completed,  whatever  fractional 
amount  of  his  contribution  is  not  yet  payable  is  to  be  returned. 

4.  There  shall  be  no  cash  gifts;  instead,  the  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  pur- 
chase gifts.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  have  a  leeway  of  50£  either 
way  from  the  following  indicated  amounts  for  the  purchase  of  all  gifts 
and  flowers.  Benefits  recommended  are:  for  funerals  $7.50,  for  births 
$5.00  (to  include  all  members  of  DUE  who  become  parents),  separations 
$5.00,    weddings   $5.00,    for  serious  illness  of  member  of  DUE  and  hus- 


Gifts  are  construed  to  be  appropriate  tangible  items  including  flowers, 


This  has  been  set  at  50£  per  month.

band  or  wife  (except  when  eligible  for  birth  gift)  $5. 00.  In  order  to  be 
eligible  for  separation  gift,  the  individual  must  have  been  in  the  employ 
of  DUE  for  11  months;  for  other  benefits ,  there  shall  be  no  minimum 
time  limit.  Also,  mention  should  be  made  here  of  female  employees  who 
may,  because  of  pregnancy,  separate  from  employment.  If  such  an  em- 
ployee has  met  the  qualifications  for  a  separation  gift,  at  the  time  of  the 
birth  of  the  expected  offspring,  this  former  employee  shall  also  be  eli- 
gible to  receive  a  birth  gift.  Funeral  considerations  should  be  limited 
to  father,  mother ,  husband,  wifej  brother,  sister,  or  children  of  the  em- 
ployee. 

5.  In  December  of  each  year,  it  is  thought  that  not  more  than  $20.00,  pro- 
vided this  amount  will  not  deplete  the  fund  to  less  than  $  10.00,  shall  be 
spent  on  a  Christmas  Party. 

6.  Money  collected  for  the  Welfare  Fund  should  be  deposited  in  one  of  the 
local  banks  in  a  checking  account,  and  two  members  of  the  Welfare  Com- 
mittee should  be  empowered  to  write  checks  on  the  fund--one  to  be  the 
primary  person  responsible,  and  the  second  to  act  in  the  event  the  first 
person  is  absent. 

7.  The  person  who  is  given  primary  responsibility  for  the  deposit  of  money 
in  the  bank  (Treasurer)  and  the  writing  of  necessary  checks,  and  the 
person  who  purchases  all  gifts  and  flowers  (Assistant  Treasurer)  shall 
be  relieved  of  payment  of  any  contributions. 

8.  Only  full-time  employees  of  DUE  are  to  be  asked  for  contributions.  Part- 
time  employees  may  elect  to  contribute  to  the  Fund  if  they  so  desire, 
and  by  such  contributions,  part-time  employees  become  eligible  for  the 
benefits. 

9.  The  representative  who  collects  money  in  each  office  shall  report  all 
people  in  his  office  who  are  eligible  for  benefits  to  the  Assistant  Treas- 
urer who  will  make  the  purchases. 

10.  The  Treasurer  shall  submit  an  itemized  accounting  on  October  1,  by 
sending  each  member  a  mimeographed  copy. 

11.  The  Treasurer  shall  ask  the  chairman  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Committee 
whenever  funds  are  either  depleted  or  excessive  so  that  it  can  make  an 
additional  assessment  or  a  moratorium  from  payment  of  dues  if  neces- 
sary or  considered  advisable. 

12.  The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  act  in  an  emergency  at  its  dis- 
cretion. 
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VITAMINS  TO  US 

Because  of  the  heavy  early-semester  pressure  under  which  we  have  been  work- 
ing the  last  two  months,  reporting  on  our  vitamins  has  been  neglected. 

Two  letters  came  to  our  desk  just  as  we  were  getting  ready  to  go  to  press.  We 
are  including  their  contents  because  we  think  several  of  you  will  be  interested  in 
them.  The  first  one  is  from  the  President  of  the  Illinois  Bankers  Association  which 
says: 

"On  behalf  of  the  Banks  of  the  State  of  Illinois  I  would  like  to  take  this  op- 
portunity to  thank  you  for  the  part  that  you  played  in  the  program  of  the  Illi- 
nois Bankers  Conference  held  at  the  University  on  October   17  and  18. 

"In  my  estimation,  the  Conference  was  very  successful  and  I  am  sure,  thru 
your  help  and  guidance,  the  way  has  been  paved  for  a  bigger  and  better  Con- 
ference for  the  year  1952.  From  the  comments  that  I  received,  1  am  sure 
that  the  bankers  were  well  satisfied  with  the  material  that  they  received 
from  the  various  speakers,  which  1  am  sure  was  so,  because  of  the  attend- 
ance at  the  various  sessions. 

"Your  participation  and  guidance  in  This  program  has  been  most  helpful  to 
the  bankers  and,  as  their  President  .1  would  like  to  express  our  sincere 
thanks." 

The  subject  matter  of  this  conference  was  prepared  and  presented  by  faculty 
members  in  the  Colleges  of  Agriculture  and  Commerce.

AIR  DEFENSE  COMMAND  TRAINS  TRAINERS 

Our  office  recently  received  a  copy  of  the  Air  Times  which  contains  an  interest- 
ing article  describing  the  Air  Force's  new  program  designed  to  ''train  the  trainers/' 
It  gives  an  account  of  the  work  being  done  by  Jerry  Carter  and  Tunis  Dekker,  who 
are  now  in  San  Francisco.    Near  the  beginning  of  the  article  it  states: 

'The  program  was  devised  by  the  Air  Defense  Command  after  it  became  ap- 
parent through  staff  visits  and  inspection  that  many  experienced  supervisors 
do  not  know  how  to  impart  their  knowledge  and  skill  to  apprentices. 

'Under  the  eye  of  the  Directorate  of  Operations  and  Training,  the  courses 
were  prepared  by  two  University  of  Illinois  Professors  with  broad  experience 
in  industrial  personnel  programs. 

"Dr.  Gerald  C.  Carter,  Associate  Professor  of  Psychology  and  Mr.  Tunis 
H.  Dekker,  Extension  Specialist,  put  the  program  in  motion  at  Eastern  Air 
Defense  Force  Headquarters  where  24  picked  supervisors  completed  a  three- 
week  instructors  course  September  28.  They  are  now  conducting  a  similar 
program  for  Western  Air  Defense  Forces  in  San  Francisco. 

"Command-wide  training  of  trainers  was  recently  announced  by  Air  Defense 
Command  which  reported  that  it  has  begun  a  'training  course  for  trainers/ 
intended  to  mushroom,  if  it  proves  effective,  into  improved  on-the-job  train- 
ing for  supervisors  all  along  the  line  among  officers  and  noncoms. 

'The  program's  objectives  are  not  new  in  the  Air  Force,  but  according  to 
Lt.  Col,  Rosco  B.  Woodruff,  EADF  Project  Officer,  no  other  major  air  com-

mand  has  gone  as  far  as  ADC  in  training  instructors  to  teach  Human  Rela- 
tions and  Instruction  Techniques  through  conference  sessions. 

"The  Human  Relations  Course  teaches  that  many  problems  can  be  prevented 
by  daily  application  of  four  foundations  for  good  relations--let  each  worker 
know  how  he  is  getting  along,  give  credit  where  due,  tell  people  in  advance 
about  changes  that  will  affect  them.„  make  best  use  of  each  person's  ability. 
These  add  up  to  treating  the  airman  as  an  individual  and  taking  an  interest 
in  his  problem."

WE  ARE  REQUESTED  TO  REPORT  ABSENCES  (Continued) 
Principal  points  to  be  observed  in  the  procedure  are: 

1.  Each  staff  member  is  asked  to  report  all  absences  on  work  days  in- 
cluding fractional  parts  of  days.  Supervisors  are  responsible  for 
complete  reports  from  their  respective  offices. 

2.  Indicate  the  reason  for  absences: 

a.  Sick  leave  (sick  disability,  dentist  and  doctor  appointments,  ill- 
ness in  family). 

b.  Funeral  leave  (3  days  are  permissible  for  any  of  immediate  fam- 
ily,  1  day  for  other  relative,  \  day  for  friend). 

c.  Compensatory  time.  An  absence  is  excused  if  the  dates  for  an 
equivalent  amount  of  overtime  are  given  in  the  space  reserved  for 
reason.  The  overtime  used  needs  to  have  been  performed  by  the 
end  of  the  month  when  the  absence  has  occurred. 

d.  Other  reasons  which  may  be  given  are  vacation  time,  personal, 
or  leave  without  pay. 

Supervisors  can  obtain  blank  forms  for  reporting  individual  absences,  vaca- 
tion, and  overtime  from  Mr.  McMurry.

ILLINOIS  SCHOOL  PROJECTIONIST 
GROUP  FORMED 

In  an  attempt  to  promote  better 
film  projection  and  better  utilization  of 
audio-visual  materials,  the  Audio-Visual 
Aids  Service  has  initiated  a  "School 
Projectionists' Club  of  Illinois."  Don- 
ald Smith,  Audio-Visual  Aids  Super- 
visor, stated  that  early  response  has 
been  enthusiastic  and  cooperative  . 
Plans  are  being  made  to  mail  a  school 
projectionists  '  news  letter  ,  written 
largely  by  school  projectionists,  to 
keep  them  informed  of  audio-visual 
club  activities,  also  of  new  advances 
and  methods  in  school  projection.  In 
addition,  bulletins  published  by  school 
audio-visual  clubs  in  Illinois  schools 
are  being  made  available. 

More  than  one  thousand  member- 
ship cards  in  the  organization  have 
been  mailed  to  date.  These  cards  are 
wallet  size  ,  provide  space  for  the 
projectionist's  name  and  signature, 
and  the  signature  of  the  visual  aids 
supervisor  of  his  school.  On  the  back 
of  the  card  is  a  check  list  of  equip- 
ment, and  those  pieces  which  the  in- 
dividual operators  are  qualified  to 
operate  are  checked  on  the  card. 
There  is  also  a  short  credo,  or  "code 
of  ethics"  ,  for  projectionists;  keep- 
ing equipment  clean,  cleaning  the  film 
gate  ,  checking  threading  ,  constant 
watch  on  projector,  and  promptness 
at  all  showings. 


The    audio-visual     supervisors    of 
each    school   will    set    up   the    require- 


ments they  think  necessary  to  qualify 
projectionists  to  hold  the  cards.  No 
limitation  is  planned  on  the  number 
of  cards  offered  to  any  one  school.  It 
is  expected  that  a  number  of  the  school 
projectionists  will  be  able  to  use  the 
cards,  and  certification  by  the  school 
projectionists'  organization,  in  apply- 
ing for  various  kinds  of  employment. 

The  widespread  reception  and 
response  to  the  school  projectionists 
idea  has  brought  to  light  several  in- 
teresting facts  ,  one  of  which  is  that 
mechanical  ability  is  not  confined  to 
males.  There  are  a  large  number  of 
girls  as  well  as  boys  handling  projec- 
tion equipment  in  Illinois  upper  grade 
and  high  schools.

Jack  Humes,  Associate  Professor  of  Industrial  Psychology,  is  teaching  two  Chi- 
cago classes  this  semester  lor  administrators  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad.  This 
is  the  third  semester  that  Jack  has  worked  with  this  Company.  The  beginnings  of 
each  successive  series  have  been  marked  by  an  increased  interest  as  shown  by 
larger  enrollments  and  by  the  expressions  of  appreciation  from  company  officials.

ILLINOIS  CHORUS  BROADCASTS 

Broadcasts  of  outstanding  Illinois  high  school  choral  groups  will  again  be  made 
over  the  University  of  Illinois  radio  station  WILL  (580  kc).  This  program  series 
will  begin  on  Tuesday,  March  4,  and  will  continue  through  the  month  of  April. 

An  outstanding  choral  group  is  selected  each  week.  Then  an  engineer  from  WILL 
makes  a  recording  of  the  group  at  the  high  school.  These  tape  recordings  are  later 
edited  into  fifteen-minute  broadcasts.  Each  program  will  be  broadcast  weekly  at 
1:30  on  Tuesdays  (for  classroom  listening),  and  at  1:30  on  Saturdays.  When  arrange- 
ments   can   be    made,    the    programs    will    also  be  broadcast  over  local  radio  stations. 

Illinois  Chorus  broadcasts  are  presented  in  recognition  of  outstanding  choral 
work  being  achieved  in  Illinois,  also  as  a  service  to  choral  conductors  in  the  State. 
It  is  hoped  that  these  programs,  through  increased  communication,  will  stimulate 
and  promote  a  greater  exchange  of  ideas  on  choral  conducting,  After  the  broadcast 
series  has  been  completed,  the  tape-recorded  programs  will  be  made  available  to 
all  schools  in  the  State. 

A  Christmas  series  of  Illinois  Chorus  broadcasts  was  inaugurated  last  Dec- 
ember. A  recorded  program  featuring  the  Joliet  Township  High  School  AC~~oella 
Choir,  under  the  direction  of  Paul  Lester,  was  broadcast  over  Radio  Station  WILL 
on  December  11  and  15.  The  West  Aurora  High  School  A  Cappella  Choir,  directed 
by  Sten  G.  Halfvarson,  was  heard  by  many  listeners  on  December  18  and  22,  During 
the  next  Christmas  season,  it  is  hoped  that  more  of  this  fine  yuletide  music  may  be 
recorded  and  broadcast  for  the  listening  pleasure  of  all.

DOES  EXTENSION  TRAINING  PAY  OFF? 

By  George  W.  Harper 
Associate  Professor  of  Mechanical  Engineering 

The  above  question  has  been  asked  many  times,  and  specifically  in  connection 
with  non-credit  classes.  Word  has  just  reached  us,  which  gives  a  very  positive 
answer  to  this  question. 

Several  years  ago  a  series  of  non-credit  courses  were  given  in  a  community  of 
about  70,000.  A  group  of  ten  or  twelve  men  took  all  of  this  work  and  in  the  time 
since  taking  these  extension  classes,  all  but  one  have  received  a  promotion  within 
their  own  companies.  (The  one  exception  was  eligible  for  a  promotion  but  refused  it 
for  personal  reasons.) 

Individuals  have  become  of  more  value  to  their  companies,  are  serving  in  a 
greater  capacity,  and  have  increased  satisfaction  in  their  jobs.  The  companies  have 
been  able  to  promote  from  within,  to  utilize  newly  obtained  skills  of  their  people, 
and  to  build  morale  and  good  will  for  the  future. 

CHICAGO  AREA  NOTES 

Tunis  H.  Dekker,  Extension  Specialist 

February  21  was  a  noteworthy  day  in  Chicago  when  DUE  "top  brass",  repre- 
sented by  Assistant  Dean  Robinson,  opened  the  first  meeting  of  a  course  in  Human 
Relations  in  Supervision  for  "top  brass"  staff  officers  of  the  Chicago  and  North- 
western Railroad.  DUE  administrative  heads  and  the  teacher,  Dr.  J.  F.  Humes, 
were  pleased  to  see  reprssentatives  of  top  management  enroll  in  the  first  class  for 
this  company.

Return 
postage  will  be  the  only  cost  to  the 
borrower.
